TAKE SOME TIME 

These negotiations will be pro- 
tracted, probably requiring six 
months at a minimum, but there is 
nothing to indicate that any of the 
governments represented at the 
conference blessed them with its 
tongue in its cheek, and monkey 
wrench throwers were conspicuous- 
ly absent. On the other hand there 
was every indication that the de- 
legates at the conference realized 
to the full the importance of the 
trade matters under discussion and 
the part that freer international 
trade will have on the present ec- 
onomic unrest in the world at large 

The United States proposals, as 
circulated among the delegates 
showed that Canadian exports of 
lumber and fruits to the British 
market will be seriously involved 
and the question as to whether 
Canada should be directly or in- 
directly compensated will t

VOICELESS IN LABOR’S WILDERNESS 
By FREDERICK W. CARR 

To find an American speechless is rare, and 
to run across 2,500,000 of them voiceless though 
battinig for the preservation of their organiza- 
tion, is unbelievable. Yet in the greatest internal 
labor war in history, the American Federation 
of Labor is next door to voiceless. More than half 
a century old, it hasn't yet learned how to talk 


to the public. It does not know how to tell its 
own story. 
While of course the A.F. of L. does get its 


viewpoint into the papers from time to time, the 
extent is not nearly what it might be, nor as 
effective. This massive body of keen, heavy- 
fisted workmen, clever in matching employers 
face to face, feels puzzied, awkward and some- 
times unhappy when forced to consider publicity 
publicity that would do it good. 

, BY contrast a little stray Coney Island amuse- 
ment park will burgle its free publicity into the 
press so aptly as to snatch more than its share of 
attention from the public. Meantime the his- 
toric body of American labor, still the largest 
labor alliance, fails to work for and achieve the 
public hearing that its affairs deserve 

In its struggle with the C.1.0., this backward- 
ness of the A.F. of L. has been hurtful. The 
battleground is the enormous multitude of work- 
ers who have not yet been taker trade 
unions. Most of them know but a trifle about 
outside labor organizations and don’t fully dis- 
cern the differences between a C.1.0. union and 
an A.F. of L. union, which make a major cause 
of the squabble.

Just as it buys soap, suits, or shoes, the un- 
organized labor public wanting a union inclines 
toward the popular brand. What makes it popu- 
lar? In part, advertising. Who is doing the 
advertising? TheC.I.0. Who is getting the busi- 
ness? Principally the C.1.0. 

It goes without saying that other favoring 
factors have brought the C.1.0. more before the 
public and have had a larger influence than pub- 
licity. The C.1.0. could not have got anywhere 
merely on words. Still in this day and in this 
labor rivalry, the ammunition required to cap- 
ture new millions of workers is not to be found 
alone in labor organizers 

The recent A.F. of L. emergency conference 
here heard much about new organizers, but not 
even the wisp of an appeal for new ink 

Propaganda may be minor. Despite that, ink 
is helping to make labor organizing possible 

“Even when it has a good cause,” remarked 
a Washington newspaper man last summer 
during the C.1.O. trial, “the A.F. of L. isn’t able 
to get it out.”
